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INTRODUCTION 

This  publication  provides  users  with  information  on  all  1986  Census  products  and  services 
available  and  how  to  order  them. 

The  1986  Census 

The  1986  Census  was  the  first  mid-decade  census  to  undertake  detailed  enumeration. 
Data  on  demographic,  social  and  economic  characteristics,  as  well  as  on  dwellings,  were 
collected  from  Canadians.  The  information  is  recorded  on  two  data  bases,  the  100%  data 
base  and  the  20%  sample  data  base. 

The  100%  data  base  includes  general  demographic,  dwelling  and  household  data  (for 
example:  age,  sex,  marital  status,  mother  tongue  and  structural  type  of  dwelling) 
collected  from  the  entire  population. 

The  20%  sample  data  base  includes  the  general  demographic  data,  detailed  socio- 
economic data  (for  example:  ethnic  origin,  labour  force  activity,  schooling,  income 
and  dwelling)  collected  from  one-fifth  of  the  population. 

The  range  of  the  1986  Census  products  and  services  differs  somewhat  from  the  1981 
Census.  The  major  changes  are: 

-  a  40%  reduction  in  the  number  of  publications; 

-  the  replacement  of  the  1981  Census  Summary  Tapes  program  by  the  Basic 
Summary  Cross-tabulations; 

-  improvements  in  the  Custom  Tabulations  Service; 

-  the  implementation  of  a  new  Semi-custom  product  line. 

All  data  compiled  by  Statistics  Canada  are  subject  to  confidentiality  procedures  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Statistics  Act  which  prohibit  the  disclosure  of  any  information  that  could 
identify  an  individual. 
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Purpose  of  the  Preliminary  Edition 

While  the  focus  of  this  publication  is  on  the  products  and  services  available  from  the  100% 
data  base,  it  also  presents  an  overview  of  the  anticipated  products  and  services  that  will 
be  available  from  the  20%  sample  data  base. 

The  final  range  of  the  products  and  services  will  be  published  in  a  final  edition,  at  the 
beginning  of  1988,  before  the  release  of  the  sample  data.

Typically,  the  distributions  are  univariate  and  a  limited  number  of  indicators  such  as 
percentages  and  rates  are  shown.   Separate  profiles  will  be  published  containing  100%  and 
20%  sample  data. 

An  example  of  the  type  of  information  to  be  included  in  the  profiles  (100%  data)  for 
census  divisions  and  census  subdivisions  is  provided  in  Appendix  A.    Similar  information 
will  be  published  for  the  remaining  profiles  with  100%  data.   The  final  version  of  the  1986 
Census  Products  and  Services  will  provide  an  example  of  the  type  of  information  to  be 
included  in  the  profiles  for  the  20%  sample  data. 
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In  the  1986  profile  series,  information  on  the  population  65  years  of  age  and  over  has  been 
added  to  the  profiles  (100%  data).  The  content  for  other  variables  such  as  mother  tongue, 
home  language  and  ethnic  origin  has  been  expanded.   In  addition,  in  order  to  provide  more 
relevant  data,  a  feature  called  incidence  reporting  has  been  implemented.  This  feature 
enables  us  to  provide  data  for  those  categories  within  a  variable  with  the  highest  total 
counts.  Incidence  reporting  will  be  applied  in  the  following  manner: 

-  For  the  profiles  of  census  divisions  and  census  subdivisions,  incidence  reporting  will  be 
based  on  the  total  counts  at  the  province  level,  e.g.,  mother  tongue  data  will  include 
the  five  non-official  languages  with  the  highest  counts  for  each  province. 

-  The  profiles  for  census  tracts  and  components  of  the  census-tracted  centres  will  base 
incidence  reporting  on  the  highest  counts  of  each  individual  census-tracted  centre. 

-  For  the  remainder  of  the  Profile  series,  incidence  reporting  will  be  based  on  the  highest 
total  counts  at  the  Canada  level. 

A  total  of  105  publications  is  proposed  for  this  series.

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Introduction 

These  products  and  services  are  intended  to  meet,  as  efficiently  as  possible,  the  needs  of 
users  who  require  tabulated  data  not  available  in  published  form.  A  range  of  products  is 
offered,  from  predetermined  basic  data  tabulations  to  complete  custom  tabulations  which 
are  developed  to  the  exact  requirements  of  the  client.  The  products  thus  offer  varying 
levels  of  flexibility  in  content,  geography  and  medium. 

There  are  also  ranges  in  cost  and  delivery  time.   Increased  choice  in  terms  of  geography, 
variables,  target  populations  and  presentation  will  be  balanced  by  increased  time  and  cost 
for  production.   Clients  must  weigh  the  data  requirements  against  cost  and  time 
constraints,  in  order  to  select  the  product  best  suited  to  their  needs. 

These  products  and  services  will  continue  to  evolve  in  response  to  new  data  requirements 
and  technologies.   As  a  result,  a  detailed  and  up-to-date  list  cannot  be  provided  in  this 
publication.   Instead,  an  overview  of  the  products  and  services  is  presented.   Specific 
details  on  the  content  and  prices  of  the  products  will  be  outlined  in  a  special  catalogue  or 
inventory,  to  be  revised  as  the  products  evolve. 


Categories  of  Products

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BASIC  SUMMARY  DATA  PRODUCTS 


The  Basic  Summary  Data  Products  provide  basic  tabulations  of  census  data  for  standard 
geographic  areas.  They  present  data  which  are  too  detailed  to  be  included  in  the 
publications,   but  which  are  required  for  studying  the  general  characteristics  of  small 
geographic  areas.  The  products  contained  in  the  Basic  Summary  Data  group  are  primarily 
available  on  magnetic  tape  but  can  be  obtained  for  other  output  media. 

There  are  two  major  types  of  Basic  Summary  Data  Products:  (a)  cross-tabulations  and 
(b)  profiles. 


A.     ENUMERATION  AREA,  CENSUS  SUBDIVISION  AND  CENSUS  TRACT  CROSS- 
TABULATIONS 

The  Basic  Summary  Cross-tabulations  are  42  cross-classifications  of  two  and  three 
variables  produced  for  small  geographic  areas.   The  content  of  the  tables  is  based  on 
the  most  common  needs  of  users  of  small  area  data,  as  identified  through 
consultation  and  analysis  of  sales  of  the  1981  Census  products. 


1.   Content 

The  tables  contain  basic  cross-classifications  of  variables  from  each  of  the  major 
subject  areas  of  the  census  including: 

-  demography; 

-  mobility; 

-  ethno-cultural  characteristics; 

-  language; 

-  schooling; 

-  labour  force  characteristics; 

-  income; 

-  families; 

-  households;  and 

-  dwellings. 

The  level  of  detail  presented  for  each  variable  is  limited  to  major  categories,  due 
to  the  small  geographic  areas  for  which  the  tables  are  produced.  A  complete  list 
of  the  titles  of  the  tables  is  shown  on  the  following  page. 


2.    Geographic  Level 

The  Basic  Summary  Cross-tabulations  are  produced  for: 

-  enumeration  areas  (EAs)  and  federal  electoral  districts  (FEDs); 

-  census  subdivisions  (CSDs)  and  census  divisions  (CDs); 

-  census  tracts  (CTs)  and  census  metropolitan  areas  (CMAs)  or  census 
agglomerations  (CAs). 

(Tables  can  be  ordered  for  other  geographic  areas  through  the  Semi-custom 
Service.) 
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3.   Output  Medium 

Basic  Summary  Cross-tabulations  are  available  on  magnetic  tape,  which  enables 
the  data  to  be  aggregated,  manipulated  and  analysed.  Tables  for  CSDs  and  CTs 
could  also  be  available  in  printed  form  or  on  microfiche. 


4.   Price 

Since  the  tables  are  entirely  predetermined  with  respect  to  content,  geography 
and  media,  they  can  be  produced  in  volume  and  offered  at  a  lower  price  than  the 
semi-custom  and  custom  products. 

The  prices  of  cross-tabulations  are  dependent  on  the  number  of  geographic  areas 
for  which  data  are  presented.   Prices  will  range  from  $300  to  obtain  data  for  a 
small  province  or  territory  to  $2,500  to  obtain  data  for  44,000  enumeration  areas 
covering  all  of  Canada. 


5.  Delivery 

Tables  presenting  basic  demographic  data  collected  from  100%  of  the  population 
will  be  available  in  the  summer  of  1987;  detailed  socio-economic  data  collected 
from  a  20%  sample  of  the  population  will  begin  to  be  released  in  the  spring  of  1988. 
Further  details  on  the  availability  of  the  summary  tables  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Advisory  Services  staff  at  the  nearest  Statistics  Canada  Regional  Reference

B.     PROFILES  FOR  STANDARD  GEOGRAPHIC  AREAS

available,  the  first  presenting  data  collected  for  100%  of  the  population,  and  the 
second  presenting  data  collected  from  the  20%  sample. 


2.   Geographic  Level 


Machine-readable  profiles  are  available  for  each  of  the  standard  geographic  levels 
for  which  the  profiles  are  published.   That  is,  they  are  available  for: 

-  census  subdivisions  and  census  divisions  (CSDs  and  CDs); 

-  census  tracts  (CTs);

3.   Output  Medium 


Machine-readable  profiles  are  produced  on  magnetic  tape.   In  addition,  some 
profile  data  will  also  be  available  on  diskette.

Since  the  profiles  are  entirely  predetermined  with  respect  to  content,  geography 
and  media,  they  can  be  produced  in  volume  and  offered  for  the  lowest  price  of  all 
the  machine-readable  profiles. 

The  prices  of  the  profiles  are  dependent  on  the  number  of  geographic  areas  for 
which  data  are  presented. 


5.   Delivery 

Machine-readable  profiles  will  become  available  at  the  same  time  as  the  published 
versions.

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SEMI-CUSTOM  DATA  PRODUCTS 


The  semi-custom  products  lie  between  the  basic  summary  and  the  fully  custom  products 
in  terms  of  the  amount  of  flexibility  available.  They  have  been  developed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  users  who  require  basic  tabulations  of  data,  but  for  specialized  geographic  areas 
or  output  media.  By  re-using  many  times  the  predetermined  retrieval  programs,  and 
varying  only  the  geographic  level,  output  medium  and  perhaps  minor  components  of  the 
content,  costs  and  delivery  times  are  reduced  from  those  of  fully  custom  products. 

There  are  two  main  components  of  the  Semi-custom  Service:  (a)  cross-tabulations  and 
(b)  profiles. 


A.     CROSS-TABULATIONS 

The  cross-tabulation  service  offers  to  the  data  user  a  list  of  tables  which  present 
cross-classifications  of  two  and  three  census  variables.  Tables  selected  from  the  list 
are  produced  for  the  geographic  areas  specified  by  the  user,  and  provided  on  the 
desired  medium. 

The  list  of  cross-tabulations  was  developed  based  on  1981  Census  data  usage  and 
ongoing  consultation  with  users.   It  includes  all  of  the  Basic  Summary  Cross- 
tabulations,  any  published  tables  which  are  suitable  for  production  at  small 
geographic  levels,  plus  other  tables  specially  designed  for  the  cross-tabulation 
service.  The  list  will  continue  to  evolve  throughout  the  census  output  process  as  new 
data  needs  and  issues  are  identified. 


1.   Content 

The  cross-tabulations  cover  all  the  census  subject  areas  plus  themes  of  interest, 
as  listed  below.   Tables  are  limited,  in  most  cases,  to  two  or  three  variables  in 
order  that  they  may  be  produced  for  small  geographic  areas.   A  number  of  more 
detailed  cross-tabulations,  designed  for  major  cities  or  other  larger  geographic 
areas,  have  also  been  included.   For  each  table,  the  lowest  level  of  geography  or 
population  size  for  which  the  table  is  recommended  will  be  identified.

-  mobility;  -  the  elderly;

They  range  from  $250  for  a  small  city  to  $2,000  for  the  approximately  6,000 
census  subdivisions  in  Canada. 


5.   Delivery 

Tables  presenting  basic  demographic  data  collected  for  100%  of  the  population 
will  be  available  in  the  summer  of  1987;  detailed  socio-economic  data  collected 
from  a  20%  sample  of  the  population  will  begin  to  become   available  in  the  spring 
of  1988.  A  special  listing  of  tabulations  available  from  this  service  will  be 
compiled  and  updated  as  required.

B.      PROFILES 

Profiles  provide  an  overview  of  a  selected  geographic  region  or  subpopulation. 
Through  the  presentation  of  univariate  distributions,  they  summarize  many  categories 
of  data  available  from  the  census,  in  a  format  which  is  compact  and  easy  to  use. 

Data  are  presented  in  terms  of  counts,  rates  and  averages,  providing  indicators  which 
can  be  easily  compared  across  geographic  areas.  The  profiles  are  valuable  reference 
tools  for  users  requiring  quick  summaries  of  the  characteristics  of  the  selected  areas. 
They  are  particularly  suited  to  entry  into  systems  for  basic  data  analysis,  including 
comparisons,  graphing  and  mapping. 


1.   Content 

The  profiles  provide  overviews  of  geographic  areas  similar  to  those  in  the 
published  profiles.   (See  Appendix  A  for  an  example  of  a  published  profile.)   A 
minimal  amount  of  flexibility  may  be  available  in  selecting  the  categories  to  be 
presented  for  variables  such  as  mother  tongue  and  ethnic  origin. 

The  presentation  of  the  data,  also  similar  to  that  of  the  published  profiles,  is  set 
in  advance.   Thus,  the  selected  geographic  regions  are  indicated  as  column 
headers  across  the  top  of  the  page,  with  the  distributions  of  the  variables 
following  one  another  down  the  page. 

Two  profiles  are  available,  one  presenting  the  basic  data  collected  for  100%  of 
the  population,  and  the  other  presenting  the  detailed  socio-economic  data 
collected  from  a  20%  sample.

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CUSTOM  PRODUCTS 


Within  the  constraints  imposed  by  the  protection  of  confidentiality,  custom  products  can 
be  produced  from  the  1971,  1976,  1981  and  1986  Census  micro-data  bases  to  meet  very 
specialized  needs  of  users.   Products  are  developed  for  individual  clients,  according  to 
their  exact  requirements  in  terms  of  content,  geography,  format  and  output  medium. 

Statistics  Canada  consultants  assist  clients  in  developing  specifications  for  custom 
products  which  meet  as  far  as  possible  the  data  requirements,  while  keeping  within  budget 
and  other  constraints. 


1.    Content 

A  custom  product  may  be  any  tabulation  of  census  micro-data  not  available  through 
other  products  or  services.   Examples  of  specialized  content  needs  include: 

-  a  new  combination  or  cross-classification  of  variables; 

-  the  presentation  of  a  different  distribution  for  an  existing  variable; 

-  the  creation  of  a  new  variable  derived  from  existing  ones. 

Reference  materials  are  available  for  each  of  the  census  micro-data  bases  to  assist 
clients  in  identifying  the  required  variables  and  distributions.   Documentation  on 
historical  comparability  of  concepts  is  also  available  for  users  interested  in  making 
comparisons  across  census  years.

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GEOGRAPHIC  PRODUCTS 


Introduction 

Geographic  products  include  publications,  files  on  magnetic  tape,  diskettes,  maps  as  well 
as  a  variety  of  special  services. 


PUBLICATIONS 

Several  catalogued  publications  provide  population  and  dwelling  counts  for  various 
standard  geostatistical  areas.  These  are  described  on  pages  23  to  26  of  this  publication. 

To  support  or  supplement  the  census  output  program,  a  number  of  other  catalogued 
publications,  called  geographic  reference  products,  are  published.  The  purpose  of  the 
majority  of  these  publications  is  to  assist  in  the  use  and  interpretation  of  census  data. 
They  are  described  in  more  detail  on  page  51  of  this  publication. 


COMPUTERIZED  FILES 

The  files  available  allow  users  to  manipulate  certain  geographic  data  via  computer 
systems  both  in  batch  and  interactively.  This  enables  users  the  flexibility  of  utilizing  the 
basic  data  in  many  forms.  These  files  consist  of  data  linkage  files  such  as  the  Geography 
Tape  File  to  geographic  files  such  as  the  Area  Master  File. 


Geographic  Files 

Several  geographic  files  have  been  developed  to  serve  a  variety  of  purposes  in  the 
manipulation  of  census  data. 


Area  Master  Files 

The  Area  Master  Files  (AMFs)  contain  a  logical  representation  of  all  city  streets  and 
other  features  (such  as  railroad  tracks,  rivers,  and  municipal  boundaries)  in  machine- 
readable  form.  The  AMFs  geographically  reference  every  street,  address  range,  block- 
face  and  centroid  coordinate  in  the  coverage  area.  An  AMF  is  available  mainly  for  urban 
centres  with  a  population  of  50,000  or  more. 


Customized  Street  Index  File 

A  cross-referenced  street  index  file  of  address  ranges  by  user-specified  areas  can  be 
produced  from  the  Area  Master  File. 
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Geography  Tape  File 

This  file  assigns  to  each  1986  Census  enumeration  area  (the  basic  geographic  unit  of 
census  data  collection)  all  higher  geographic  levels  by  codes  and  names.   It  includes  all 
standard  geographic  codes,  and  also  locates  each  enumeration  area  centroid  according  to 
Universal  Transverse  Mercator  (UTM)  coordinates  and  Lambert  coordinates,  as  well  as  by 
latitude  and  longitude.  The  final  1986  population  counts  and  occupied  private  dwelling 
counts  for  all  enumeration  areas  are  also  presented. 


Attribute  File 

Enables  a  user  to  obtain,  for  various  geostatistical  levels,  a  list  of  geographic  areas  at 
that  level  with  the  Standard  Geographical  Classification  Code,  the  1981  population 
adjusted  to  1986  boundaries,  the  1986  land  area,  the  National  Topographic  System  (NTS) 
map  number  and  the  1986  final  population. 


Cartographic  Library  (CARTLIB) 


CARTLIBs  are  digital  cartographic  libraries  of  the  boundaries  and  related  features  of 
various  geostatistical  areas.  They  are  stored  on  magnetic  tape  files  and  in  conjunction 
with  computer  mapping  programs  can  be  used  to  map  data.  One  type  of  tape  file  defines 
the  boundaries  of  these  maps,  and  another  acts  as  an  index  for  the  boundary  files  and  lists 
additional  information  for  each  area,  such  as  land  area,  population,  geographic  codes, 
names  and  centroids.

MAPS 

The  map  series  available  from  the  Geography  Division  are  designed  as  reference  tools  and 
permit  users  to  locate  and  identify  census  geostatistical  areas  and  relate  statistical  data 
to  their  corresponding  geography.   For  in-depth  detail  of  the  major  urban  areas,  the  Area 
Master  File  maps  are  also  available. 


Published  Maps 

Most  of  the  different  types  of  geostatistical  areas,  except  for  enumeration  areas,  are 
presented  on  maps  in  relevant  publications.  These  maps  are  generally  at  a  relatively 
small  scale  and  show  the  boundaries  with  a  minimum  of  background  detail. 

For  each  of  the  37  CMAs  and  CAs  in  Canada  having  a  census  tract  programme,  CT 
publications  are  published  presenting  general  population,  dwelling,  household,  family, 
social  and  economic  data.   Included  in  each  publication  is  a  map  or  maps  showing  the 
relevant  census  tracts. 

In  addition,  two  catalogued  map  publications  are  produced  (Catalogue  Nos.  99-115  and 
99-116)  and  described  on  page  51,  the  first  presenting  maps  for  census  divisions  and 
census  subdivisions  and  the  second,  for  census  metropolitan  areas  and  census 
agglomerations. 


Individual  Reference  Map  Sheets 


In  addition  to  the  small  scale  reference  maps  included  in  publications,  larger,  more 
detailed  maps  are  also  available.   Seven  series  of  reference  maps,  at  various  levels  of 
detail,  are  available  for  all  census  geostatistical  areas  of  the  1986  Census  as  shown  in  the 
table  on  the  following  pages.

Geocoding 

The  Geographically  Referenced  Data  Storage  and  Retrieval  System  (GRDSR)  or 
Geocoding  System  refers  to  a  system  that  is  used  to  geographically  code  and  store  census 
data.     It  assigns  geographic  coordinates  (centroids)  at  the  population  centres  of  every 
enumeration  area  in  Canada  and  the  geographic  centre  of  each  block-face  in  most  of  the 
large  urban  areas.  This  system  permits  the  retrieval  of  census  data  for  user-defined 
areas. 


Special  Population  Compilations 


Population  compilations  may  be  produced  based  on  the  current  census  and  from  previous 
censuses.     Population  counts  are  based  on  enumeration  area  content. 


Special  Analysis/User  Consultation  and  Systems  Development 

Users  may  obtain  assistance  in  defining  geographic  products  and/or  systems  that  meet 
their  needs  or  in  making  a  better  use  of  geographic  products  and  services  available.

Introduction 

The  Geocartographics  Sub-Division  of  Statistics  Canada  combines  the  roles  of  a  service 
area  and  a  "centre  of  expertise"  in  the  application  of  computerized  techniques  to 
geography,  cartography  and  graphics.   A  wide  range  of  clients,  both  inside  and  outside  the 
federal  government,  are  serviced  on  a  cost-recovery  basis.  A  range  of  services  are 
offered  to  census  users,  including  statistical  maps,   machine-readable  files  and 
consultation  services.  Prices  will  be  based  on  specific  clients'  requirements. 


MAPS 

1.  Customized  Maps  and  Atlases 

Customized  maps  and  atlases  (statistical  or  reference)  for  national,  regional, 
provincial  and  urban  areas  may  be  produced  by  standard  census  areas,  postal  code  or 
client-supplied  areas  on  paper,  mylar,  film,  transparency  or  slide.   A  sample  is  shown 
in  Appendix  C.
